GRANITE CITY — Approval 
of a new hotel highlights what 
has become a boom year for the 
local army center. 

The hotel for the Charles Mel- 
vin Price Army Support Center 
in Granite City has been 
approved except for minor 
details. It is rt of a unique 
package now ing finalized in 

ngress that will allow private 
developers to contract with the 

jovernment to build three hotels 
for mainly military use 

“We, the Army, will contract 
with a contractor to build and 


operate a facility,"’ said Lt. Col 

Jack McGrosky, commander 
The 14¢-room hotel will have

The hotel contract will be 
offered on a 32-year lease, and 
building ownership will revert to 
Army control after that time 
period, he said. 

It will serve as transient lodg- 
ing for government employees, 
but depending on the occupanc: 
rate, the local commander will 
have the final say as to whether 
it will be opened up for the gen- 
eral public. 

“One of the rules is we're not 
in competition other 
hotels,"" MceGrosky said. 

An estimated 27,000 service- 
men pass through the St. Louis 
area daily, many of them need- 
ing lodging, he said. A civilian 
accounting firm verified needs 
and impact, he said.

28-year-old report rekindles 
burning public works issue 


Editor's note: Granite City 
Mayor Von Dee Cruse has advo- 
cated the creation of a public 
works director for many years. 
During his successful campaign 
for mayor this year and again at 
several city council meetings 
since the election, Cruse said 
creation of the position is key to 
the successful operation of the 
city. However, he has stopped 
short of calling for creation of a 
public works director, and, until 
today, has said little publicly 
concerning his reasons. 

Following is a statement by 
Cruse on the issue, given to the 


Press-Record/Journa!: 

In May of 1961 the Metropoli- 
tan Affairs Program of Southern 
Illinois University at Edwards- 
ville completed a Reorganization 
and Operations Study under con- 
tract to the City of Granite City. 
The si was intended to pro- 
vide guidance and direction for 
the city in meetii the expetied 
problems of rapid growth and 
development that lay ahead. 

In that period, the city was a 
thriving industrial community 
with a strong tax base, a grow- 
ing population, an optimistic out- 
look, and a federal government 





that was committing funds to 
local improvements. Some of the 
study recommendations were 
implemented, but a number of 
key recommendations were nev- 
er enacted. 

One of the key _recommenda- 
tions in the 1961 SIU study was 
to establish a department of pub- 
lic works under a qualified 
full-time director. This depart- 
ment would include not only the 
streets, sanitary sewers and 
storm sewers, but today, would 
also oversee the operation of the 
waste water treatment plant, the

often unplanned use.” 

At age 8, John, a senior at 
Granite City High School, was 
stealing booze from home and 
taking it to school.

Gy was strung out on heroin 
and cocaine and was suffering 
blackouts. He remembers being 
at school one day and looking 
down and finding a marijuana 
cigarette in his hand. He 
couldn’t remember how it got 
there, but he lit it anyway.

“The failure of the Bush pro- 
posal to include cost-sharing 
places the burden of cleaning up 
a national acid-rain problem on 
the back of Illinois coal miners 
and rate payers,"’ Dixon said 

Dixon and Simon in May sent 
a letter to Bush outlining their 


criteria for an acceptable acid- 
rain bill. 

The letter, also signed by Sen. 
Robert Byrd, D-W , and 12 
other senators,’said any new leg- 
islation should provide incentives 
for the use of new or convention- 
al clean-coal technologies while 
distributing the costs co develop- 
ing the technologies nationwide. 

According to John Peterson, a 
spokesman for Illinois Power, 
Bush’s proposal as it now stands 
would significantly raise local 
electricity prices. 

The installation of the coal- 
cleaning scrubbers needed to 
meet Bush's targets would cost 
the company about $2 billion 
over 30 years, most of which 
would he, passed on to consum 
ers, Peterson said.

Humane Society avoids closing

EDWARDSVILLE — A Madi- 
son County Board committee has 
withdrawn a letter that was to 
have notified the Madison Coun- 
ty Humane Society that it would 
be forced to leave its facilities at 
the county Rabies Control Center 
effective Feb 15, 1990. 

But unless the Humane Soci- 
ety can raise funds for new 
quarters, that reprieve will be a 
short one. 

The draft letter was written in 
May by Dr. Virgil Holderman, 
the county's veterinarian and 
rabies control administrator 

Holderman said at a meeting 
with the Humane Society and the 
animal control committee that 
the letter represented ‘the think- 
ing of several committee mem- 
bers’’ and that it reflected their 
coincerns over a shortage of 
space at the center 

The Humane Society, a pri 
vate, non-profit organization, has 
rented space at the pound since 
the organization's founding in 
March 1987. The county provides 
nine cat cages and three dog 





runs at the facility to allow the 
Society to operate its pet ado 
tion service, according to Wendy 
Porter, a Society board member 
from Collinsville 

In exchange, the society pays 
the salaries for two workers at 
the pound, provides food for its 
own dogs and all of the cats 
housed at the facility and pays 
the county $3,600 a year 

County Animal Control Officer 
Terry Brookman told society 
members at the Wednesday 
meeting that ‘‘the object here 
isn’t to kick you out. The fact of 
the matter is we just don't have 
the space."" 

Holderman said that the meet- 
ing provided an opportunity to 
clear the air regari the Soci- 
ety’s outlook on “growing up and 
going out on your own. 

“If you put as much effort into 
raising funds as you are into 
fighting this thing that hasn’t 
even happened, you could build 
your own (shelter) and get on 
with doing the job you have set 
out to do,” Holderman said. 

“Are you planning your own 
place or are you planning to stay

ts County mother who ested anonymity. ‘All 
tht we had preached, all the exam we set, 
didn’t work for (Tom)."* 

fom went through chemical dependency treat- 
mart last year. He’s doing fine now, but Carolyn 
si doesn’t know what happened. 

Gerclyn, said she would read every article she 
could on drug and alcohol abuse, and then 
mike Tom and his younger brother, who has not 
been involved with drugs or alcohol, read them. 

She would make her sons watch television when- 
ever a show came on about drugs and alcohol; she 
set firm rules, such as a curfew; the family goes 
to church; her sons attend parochial schools. 

When there was trouble early on, she took Tom 
toa psychologist. When she found drugs in Tom’s 
room, she called a treatment center for advice. 

“We tried,” she said. ‘‘It just didn’t work."’ 

She thinks the fact that Tom was adopted has a 
lef to do with his drug and alcohol usage.

“Tom began to get into trouble in grade school.

*At high school, ‘“There wasn’t anything drastic," 
she said, but there were signs.

The representative never showed up at the hos- 
pital. The test results, which turned out to be neg- 
ative, were lost for about three weeks. 

“It was a totally unsatisfying ience,”’ Caro- 
lyn said of the testing. ‘‘We were rarted. 

Maybe if that experience hadn’t been so nega- 
ve “we could have nipped this in the bud,’’ she 
said. 

Another time she found a mari cigarette 
butt attached to a bobby pin in a tic bag. Tom 
told her he found the bag and its contents in a 
friend's car. ‘I fell for that,” she said. 

But Tom’s behavior became increasingly diffi- 
cult. ‘‘We didn’t know if it was just hormones or 
what,” she said. “He was just being more and 
more horribie.’” 

He was disrespectful, didn’t want to follow an 
rules, wanted to stay out all the tirffe, fought wi 
his ts, and spent time with a boy down the 
street whose parents didn’t give him a lot of 








supervision. 

She and her husband already had taken Tom to 
a@ counselor; they already had called a treatment 
center. What else could they do? 

“My husband said we’d done everything we 
could,” she said. ‘‘He was ready to throw him into 
‘juvenile’ as igible. 

“T couldn’t do it.”” 

Then one afternoon, she saw Tom give money to 
a “‘sleazy-looking’’ guy at school. 

The next day, in desperation, she went to Tom's 
school and talked to the assistant principal. 

She told him she suspected Tom was using 
drugs. The administrator said, ‘‘So do we.” 

They searched Tom’s locker and found a ciga- 
rette ter and ‘‘fancy’’ cigarette papers. They 
also found a number of joints in someone else’s 
locker. 

The student with the joints was expelled imme 
diately. Because of Tom's low grades and appear- 
ance, the school required an evaluation for chen 
ical dependency before he could go back to class. 

Carolyn made an appointment for Tom at 
Hyland Center, where he was admitted and where 
she learned more about Tom’s drug and alcohol 
usage. 

In’ to other parents of students in her 
son’s grade school, she realizes how naive the oth- 
er parents are. “It’s a very protected environ- 
ment,’’ she said.

Teen-agers’ lives are at risk from and 
alcohol whether they are chemically dependent or 
believe they are only experimenting with the sub- 
stances, experts say. 

“It's a gamble every time you do an illegal 


drug,” said Dr. Christopher Long, director of toxi- 
cology at St. Louis University. “Even so-called 
non-lethal drugs like marijuana could be laced 


with something lethal, even something as simple 
as a misused insecticide. It's a big risk."’ 

An experimenter in some ‘ways is in more 
immediate danger from some substances than an 
addict, said Dr. David Ohlms, medical director of 
the St. Louis Program at Deaconess Hospital and 
medical director of the St. Charles Program at St 
Joseph Health Center in St. Charles. 

A lot of hospital admissions for ‘“‘adverse drug 
reactions’’ result from teen-agers who think they 
bought strong marijuana, but actually bought a 
poor quality marijuana laced with PCP, he said. 

PCP can lead directly to convulsions and even 


psychotic behavior. Typically, the tempera- 
ture of the user drops Significantly due to 
decreased respiration and heart rate. Death is a 


common outcome. There is no treatment known to 
help a PCP user who has overdosed

“This is a really stupid drug,’’ Long said. ‘‘If 
you want to die, do PCP, period.” 

“The problem is that people trust that the drugs

effects of the drug itself, you have no idea where 
or how it was prepared or what was added to it to 
stretch it out.

When Matt became a student 
at Parkway Junior High, his pat- 
tern of use, begun in the 
sixth grade, changed. Rather 
than using drugs only on the 
weekends, he started getting 
high twice a week — before, 
during or after school, ‘‘wheney- 
er I could get hold of it.’’ 

He was drinking more, too, 
but still preferred drugs. 

“‘Nobody knew that I used,” 
he said. ‘‘I was real quiet when 
I first started using. 

“I was a real loner,”’ he said. 
*‘Real lonely, too.”” 

Dave moved with his family to 
St. Lous when he was in the 
third grade. He smoked marijua- 
na for the first time in the fifth 
grade. 

His mother suspected his new 
friends in St. Louis used drugs, 
but his father was convinced 
they didn’t. 

By the sixth grade, he began 
to hang out with “‘burnouts’’ all 
the time, kids who were two to 
three years older than he. He 
began to smoke marijuana 
before school almost every day. 
He also started to steal ciga- 
rettes, ‘‘just to show I’m cool, I 
can do this.”” 

In seventh grade, he was 
arrested for shoplifting ciga- 
rettes.

Tom had been warned about

Illinois House Speaker Michael

as greatest AIDS risk 

The AIDS epidemic in the 
state continues to be dominated 
by people known to have sexual 
and drug-related behaviors that 
put them at a high risk of con- 
tracting the deadly disease, 
according to studies conducted 
by the Illinois Department of 
Public Health. 

Based on reviews of about 
8,000 people infected with the 
human immunodeficency virus 
(HIV), the virus of AIDS, the 
health department estimates that 
between two or three people for 
every 1,000 residents, or about 
25,000 to 30,000 residents, are 
infected. Like AIDS, the HIV 
infection is most prevalent 
among homosexual and bisexual 
men, intravenous drug users and 
their sex partners, and people 
with multiple sex partners 

Among the findings are: sex 
partners of people already 
infected, intravenous drug users

new recycling device 

A device designed to separate 
clear glass or plastic containers 
from colored or plastic contain- 
ers at recycling centers will be 
financed through an $8,835 grant 
to the University of Illinois at 
Urbana-Champaign 

The device is intended to 
reduce the amount of labor now 
needed to separate the materials 
by hand. Improving the separa- 
tion process is considered an 
important step toward controling 
solid waste disposal in the state, 
according to Karen Witter. 
director of the Illinois Depart 
ment of Energy and Natural

Detective Mike Chosich of the 
Granite City police said Monday 
that Edie and Cookson had 
fought when Cookson objected to 
Edie’s inviting a woman friend 
to spend the night 

Chosich said Cookson appar- 
ently objected to the woman 
sleeping in his mother's bed- 
room. 

Cookson'’s mother, Donna L. 
(Rice) Edie, was killed on Dec 
3, 1988, when a car driven by 
Gary Edie ran off a road in 
Macoupin County and struck a 
tree after passing another car. 
Gary Edie suffered a broken 
neck but recovered. 

After the December car acci- 
dent, Edie was charged with ille- 
gal transportation of alcohol and 
not having a valid driver's 
license. 

Cookson may have blamed his 
stepfather for his mother's 
death, authorities said. 

“There are indications they 
may have quarrelled about it on 
previous occasions,’ Chosich 
said. 

Chosich said Cookson and Edie 
fought over the woman staying 
the night. But the woman broke 
up the fight, and she and Edie 
decided to leave. Rybak said 
Edie was stabbed when he and 
the woman returned a few min- 
utes later to get her keys. 

Edie was not armed, Chosich 
said. 

Police are not releasing the 
woman’s name. Chosich said she 
had identified the alleged mur- 
der weapon as a. long-bladed ser- 
rated knife. Edie was stabbed 
twice in the chest and bled to 
death from a wound to the heart. 

Madison 
County State’s Attorney Bill 
Haine commended the Granite 
City police for doing “an excel- 
lent job” of investigation. 

Chosich said neither Cookson 
nor Edie had histories of vio- 
lence that the police are aware 
of. Assistant State’s Attorney 
Richard Rybak confirmed this. 

Cookson had been charged 
June 19 with armed violence in a 
warrant issued by Haine. Thurs- 
day’s murder and armed vio- 
lence indictments replace the 
previous charge. 

He is beii held in lieu of 
$100,000 bond Madison County 
Jail in Edwardsville. 

Cookson is being represented 
by Thomas Hildebrand, an Alton 
attorney with offices in Granite 
City. Hildebrand was unavailable 
for comment Monday.

About 25,000-30,000 Illinois 
residents have been infected 
with the HIV virus, which 
causes AIDS, the state agency 
estimates now. 

It had thought that as many 
as 100,000 of the state’s 11.5 
million residents had the virus 
and were tial carriers or 
victims of the fatal disease, 
said health department 
spokesman Tom Schafer. 

So far there have been 2,893 
documented cases of AIDS in 
he State, and at least 1,685 of
